sewer connection rentals Imposed by 
the sewer by-law 1902 (400), was also 
left In the committee stage for the pres¬ 
ent. 

The work for which this money wJU 
pay has already been petitioned for. 
and will be undertaken as soon as the 
by-law passes. The amount of this by¬ 
law will increase the total sewer debt 
to $400,000, the amount to be provided 
for interest and sinking fund on this 
amount each year being $18,624, which 
includes $2,328, the amount rendered 
necessary to be levied by passage of 
the by-law about to be submitted. The 
length of these debentures Is fifty 
years. The money to pay the annual 
charge Is derived from sewer rentals, 
so that the passing of the by-law will 
in no way affect the tax rate. The pro¬ 
perty past which the sewers are to be 
constructed with the money derived 
1 from this by-law will pay all the 
charges.

On Saturday 
twelve billing clerks in the freight de¬ 
partment stopped work because the de¬ 
mand for more pay was not compiled 
with. They are still out and their 
places are being filled. 


C. P. R. Lets Contract of $500,000 for 
Construction Work on New Line. 


Winnipeg, March 31.—A half million 
dollar contract has been let by the 
Canadian Pacific. The work to be done 
by the contracting firm Is the building 
of the new line of the company from 
Lethbridge to Macleod, a distance of 
thirty-six miles, which will be done at 
a coet of about $t5,000 per mile. 

Janse and Macdonell, of Maple Creek, 
received the contract and will do the 
work. The firm has been engaged in 
work for tl»e C. P. n. in the west for 
a number of years and engage to com¬ 
plete the building of this line during the 
coming summer. Work will be com¬ 
menced within a few days. The con¬ 
tract Is the first to be let by the Can¬ 
adian Pacific this year in connection 
with the Improvement and extension of 
tte western lines.

—being -spread over fifty years, while 
the council is of the opinion that the 
time should In each case be only 25 
years. This wifi necessitate the chang¬ 
ing of some of the figures so that the 
by-laws will come up again on Thurs¬ 
day evening. When the by-law to raise 
$20,000 for additional fire equipment 
came up the amount of the face value 
of the debentures was, on Aid. 
Pauline's suggestion, placed at $250 in¬ 
stead of $1,000, as In the others, the 
object being to Induce small Investors 
in the city to purchase the bonds, and 
thus show their faith in the city and 
at the same time secure a good invest¬ 
ment, as the bonds will pay a higher I 
rate of interest than banks allow. As 
there yvas some doubt how this might 
work out. the by-law was left over for 
the present. The by-law to raise $50,000 
for sewer extension purposes was also 
f held over to be taken up with the 
others. 

All debentures beur Interest at 4 per 
cent., and may be made payable at any 
place In Canada, Great Britain or the 
United States, as the city may direct. 
The amount of the city assessment 
against which the levy to meet them 
will be made Is placed at $17,831,665. 

The Sewer By-law. 

Interest and sinking fund of the 
sewer by-law. the length of the de¬ 
bentures for which Is 50 years, will be 
provided for by sewer rentals, all hough 
the city guarantees payment. This by¬ 
law. therefore, may be said to not af¬ 
fect in any way the tax rate, but the 
money to meet It will be collected from 
the property benefited. 

School By-Law. 

The by-law to raise $70,000 for the 
purchase of a site and the erection and 
equipment of a new school house in 
the northern portion of the city and 
the .purchase of a new site in the 
southern portion of the city was first 
taken up and given its first and second 
readings, but when it was being read 
In committee It was found that the de¬ 
bentures were for 60 years Instead of 
25, and only those clauses which this 
{ would not effect were dealt with, the 
others being left over until the neces¬ 
sary corrections are made. The change 
will affect the amount of money to 
raised each year, and also the rate. 

'High Pressure System. 

'rtie by-law to raise $70,000 for estab¬ 
lishing In the congested portion of the 
city a high pressure salt water system 
of Are protection and the construction 
of the necessary works and laying of 
pipes had the same fault as the pre¬ 
ceding one, and was dealt with In the 
same way. 

Fire Equipment. 

The third by-law taken up was the 
one to raise $20,000 for additional fire 
halls and apparatus as follows: 

Purchase of chemical apparatus, 
$7,260. 

New fire hall In the vicinity of 
Douglas street and Burnside road, 
$5,000. 

New hall, James Bay, $5,000, 

Hydrants, $500. 

Sundries. $2,250. • 

Total, $20,000. , 

This by-law w^s correctly drawn for 
25 years, and will require the raising 
of $800 each year for interest and 
{ $480.20 for sinking fund. On the present 
' assessment this will mean a levy of 
one fourteenth of one mill per year. 

When the amount of the debentures 
was read out as $1,000 each. Aid. Pau¬ 
line asked If It would not be possible 
to offer some of the debentures at a 
smaller face value. There were many 
people In Victoria who had money ly¬ 
ing in the savings bank drawing only 
8 per cent, who might like to show 
their faith In the city by investing In 
these debentures, and at the same time 
secure a higher rate of interest, for the 
debentures would draw 4 per cent. He 
suggested making the amount of the 
debentures $100 each. 

Mayor Hall said that It would make 
too much trouble In the book-keeping 
department, owing to the number of 
accounts It would mean. The cost of 
preparing the debentures would also 
be greatly increased. 

Aid. Pauline replied that companies 
were able to issue $100 debentures with¬ 
out any trouble in book-keeing. and 
why could not the city. Tne Increase 
in the cost of the lithographing would 
also be very small. The great cost was 
In the preparation of the blocks. 

Aid. Gleason suggested making the 
4 amount $250. and Aid. Pauline moved a 
resolution to that effect, although he 
said he favored the smaller amount. 
$100. This was adopted, but the by-law 
will not be reported until the others 
come up.

A league was or¬ 
ganized last Sunday at a meeting held 
In the Chinese theatre which* is to be 
known as the Anti-Opium League. 

It is formed on the same basis as 
similar organizations in China. The 


8t. Petersburg. March 31.—The Rus¬ 
sian government is disturbed by the 
attitude of Fred Fisher, the United 
States consul at Harbin, concerning 
the jurisdiction of Russia in Man¬ 
churia. The American consul Insists 
that Chinese sovereignty in Man¬ 
churia Is supreme, and furthermore he 
has supported the protests of China 
against the establishment by Russia 
of municipalities in the railroad zone 
at Harbin and Challas, Independent of 
the Chinese government. Russia Is 
seeking an explanation of his course 
both at the United States embassy 
here and at Washington. 

Mr. Fisher Is accredited to China, 
and since his arrival In Harbin la 
January, 1907. he has consistently re¬ 
fused to recognize or admit that he 
should have anything to do with the 
Russian administration of the terri¬ 
tory. He has been firm In his assump¬ 
tion that he was accredited solely to 
China, and he has declined to act on 
the suggestion conveyed td him by an 
official of the Russian railroad admin¬ 
istration that he should secure the per¬ 
mission of General Norvatch, the Rus¬ 
sian governor of Harbin, before open¬ 
ing his consulate or raising the Ameri¬ 
can flag over the building. Under the 
treaty of 1896 Russia claims exclusive 
control over the railroad zone in Man¬ 
churia.

Home Rule, Mr. Redmond continued, 
was an argument of fear. "It is said." 
he declared, “that Ireland Is disloyal. 
8o was Canada In 1837, and so was 
General Botha until the Transvaal 
was given self-government.” Mr. 
Redmond, in conclusion, asked the 
House to give Ireland what had been 
given the French of Quebec and the 
Dutch of the Transvaal, and thus close 
the blackest chapter in the history of 
the Empire. 

Chief Secretary for Ireland Blrrell 
came cut squarely in support of Home 
Rule, and declared there was not a 
man in the House but what knew that 
sooner or later there will be a very 
substantial modification in the rela¬ 
tions between Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land. The Imperial parliament, he 
said, had not time to attend to the 
needs of Ireland. If the Nationalist* 
should bring their proposals* clearly 
before the people at the next general 
election. Mr. Blrrell said he believed 
the English electorate would rally to 
their help In solving the problem. 

After a lengthy debate on the ques¬ 
tion, the House adopted by a vote of 
313 to 157 the resolution moved by 
Mr. Redmond, after It had been 
amended by adding the words “all sub¬ 
ject to the supreme authority of the 
Imperial parliament.” It was known 
beforehand that the debate could have 
but an academic Interest, because it 
occurred at the moment when Mr. 
Asquith was actually assuming the 
premiership. 

j Mr. Balfour in his speech accused 
his opponents of speaking with two 
meanings, a radical meaning and a 
nationalist meaning. He asked how 
it was possible to carry out the great 
Irish reforms with British money ex¬ 
cept by a British parliament, and 
Ironically challenged Mr. Asquith to 
clear up this ambiguity.

Chicago, March 31.—The permanent 
headquarters of the International Inde¬ 
pendent Telephone Association were 
opened to-day In Chicago with the.pur¬ 
pose of Inaugurating a policy of ag¬ 
gressiveness that the organization ex¬ 
pects will put a new complexion on the 
telephone situation In America. 

For the first lime In the history of 
the Independent Telephone movement 
and the organization of the associa¬ 
tion. there is a salaried president, A. C. 
Llndemuth, of Richmond, and a sal¬ 
aried secretary. J. B. Ware, of Detroit. 
Mich., both of whom with a corps of 
assistants will devote their entire time 
to organizing and field work, stimulat¬ 
ing and promoting the co-operation of 
the association. 

Mr. Llndemuth said to-day: “There 
are at present no less than 10,000 Inde¬ 
pendent telephone companies operating 
approximately 20.000 Independent tele¬ 
phone exchanges In the United States 
and Canada which represent an invest¬ 
ment of $360,000,000. The cry of dupli¬ 
cation and economic waste was a fa¬ 
miliar one but recent utterances of the 
candidates for high offices In the land, 
in commercial and industrial liberty 
and competition as against monopoly 
provide all the defence the Independent 
telephone Industry may need.”

This recommendation Joined to 
the wishes of the property owners, 
when taken together with the under¬ 
standing of the council In regard to 
the control of sidewalks, formed the 
basis of the action of the council In re¬ 
gard to this matter. The council had 
no desire to appear to interfere unduly 
with the duties of the public parks 
hoard, and trust that in view of this 
explanation the board will accept same 
as an Indication on the part of the 
council to work harmoniously with the 
board for the best Interests of all con¬ 
cerned.

sel, had to an extent quelled the rebel¬ 
lious parties m the interior, for whom 
it was thought the arms and ammuni¬ 
tion aboard the Totsu Maru were in¬ 
tended.

The Chinese as a people are becoming 
more and morp progressive, especially 
In the south, where the recent outbreak 
occurred and reform movements are to 
be anticipated in the future. 

The Japanese and Chinese relations, 
says Mr. Silas, remain a little strained 
over the Manchurian railway trouble. 
Manchuria, he says, is overrun with 
Japanese who are bidding strongly for 
the commerce of Manchuria. s 

Speaking more directly on Japanese 
affairs, Mr. Silaa said that aa far a* 
could be learned from the Japanese 
pres* there was no thought of war be¬ 
tween America and Japan, although 
what lies under the surface cannot bel 


paid, as the Japanese ore generally 
credited with havih ga little more up 
their sleeves thun is made public. 

A financial panic is fronting the Jan- 
anese merchants and financiers. Trade. 
Mr. Silas says, is undergoing a tre¬ 
mendous depression. 811k is down con¬ 
siderably, and heavy stocks are being 
held by certain merchants rather than 
disposing of them at the present low 
figure. A crisis is imminent, and a 
general depression is looked for by 
those who feel the pulse of trade. 

Referring to Chinese emigration to 
Canada. Mr. Silas said that the desire 
to emigrate here on the part of the 
Chinese Is very strong. 

Three years’ work, he says, In Canada 
for the unskilled Chinese laborer, 
mean* an independence for life upon 
his return. With $50. Mexican, he can 
buy a large tract of land and become a 
retired man, practically. Although the 
more ambitious Chinese who return 
with $500 or $600, will generally go Into 
trade or open a shop. As a business 
man. *ay* Mr. 8Uas. the Chinese ex¬ 
cels. and with the capital $ mentioned 
has a rose-strewn path for Vis future. 

Fired by the example of many of their 
countrymen who have emigrated to 
Canada and returned, there are thou¬

In¬ 
cidentally she was of course ^’the dis¬ 
coverer of fire," the original potter 
and maker of tools, as likewise the first 
to grind corn. To provide clothing 
for herself and her children primitive 
woman learned to make use of the 
skins of animals and Invented the arts 
of spinning and weaving. It was she, 
as the slave of man. who tamed and 
domesticated the wild animals, Uje 
cows, horses, and dogs, that they 
might help her In her labors; It was 
she who invented names for all the 
things she had collected and fashioned, 
and thus created "the germs of lan¬ 
guage."

In a word, Mrs. Pankhurst mukes it 
perfectly clear that woman was the 
crlglnator of everything that is use¬ 
ful or beautiful In life and that man 
from the first was nothing better than 
a wifebeater and slayer of wild beasts. 
To women we are indebted for all civi¬ 
lisation and progress, and "If there are 
any who doubt that progress came 
thus," says Mrs. Pankhurst. "they 
have only to take up any modern hook 
of travel." There has as yet been no 
effectual answer to this magnificent 
demonstration of man’s worthlessness. 
It Is true that a certain lecturer on 
psychology has taken the pains t> 
j»olnt out in more or less flattering 
terms that modern women ought to be 
satisfied with their lot and not try to 
vie with men. ’ Men.” he says, "see 
something different In women—some¬ 
thing to worship, to cheiish. to yield 
to with grace.” But this sort of talk 
is somewhat feeble if not obviously in¬ 
sincere.

THE ELECTIONS ACT. 


To the Editor:—With respect to the pro- 
posed amendment of the Dominion Elec¬ 
tions Act, I think that the Idea is a good 
one. and one that Is extremely necessary, 
especially In this province. I speak from 
experience. I have acted- as returning 
officer for the Dominion electoral district 
of Nanaimo several times, and have had 
at every election considerable trouble and 
anxiety with respect to the voters’ lists. 

The electoral district ol Nanaimo In¬ 
cludes the provincial electoral districts of 
Cowlchun, Esquimau, Nanaimo City. 
Newcastle, Saanich and the Islands, for 
which there are six separate provincial 
voters’ lists. These provincial electoral 
districts are not divided Into polling 
divisions by the provincial statutes. 

By section 27 of the Dominion Elections 
Act, "Where, under the laws of the pro¬ 
vince, there are no polling divisions for 
the purpose of provincial elections, the 
returning officer shall forthwith after the 
receipt of the writ sub-divide the electoral 
district Into as many polling divisions as 
he deems necessary for the convenience 
of the electors, adopting so far as he 
deems it expedient the polling divisions, 
If any. there were at the last Dominion 
election, and so that, as far as possible, 
a polling division shall contuto not more 
than three hundred and not less than two 
hundred qualified voters' names: and he 
shall number or otherwise designate such 
polling divisions, and fix upon a suitable 
polling station in each." And by section 
28: "Where a polling division nas more 
than three hundred qualified voters ac¬ 
cording to the voters’ list, the returning 
officer shall provide sepnrntc and addi¬ 
tional polling, stations according to the 
total number of qualified voters on the 
voters' list, near to one another, for the 
polling of the votes In such polling divi¬ 
sions. and so that not more than three 
hundred, and. when practical.' not less 
than two hundred qualified voters' names 
shall be on the list for each polling sta¬ 
tion.” 

Now. in British Columbia. The provin¬ 
cial electoral districts are not sub-divided 
Into polling divisions at all in the line of 
the above sections. As soon ns the re¬ 
turning officer receives the writ he has to 
get out his proclamations, arrange for his 
polling stations and his deputies, sub¬ 
divide the various districts Into polling 
divisions, and from the provincial voters’ 
lists prepare voters’ lists for each divi¬ 
sion. The Nnnnlnto electoral district In¬ 
cludes Vancouver IslAnd from north of 
Nanaimo to the south end of the Island, 
except Victoria city; and some of the 
other districts are larger still, and cover 
more Inaccessible parts of British Colum¬ 
bia. I think that If anyone will think 
over the above sections, and the amount 
of British Columbia that each electoral 
district Includes. and .nttemnts to con¬ 
sider how he would proceed If he were to 
receive a writ, and had to do the above 
work. In connection with the various 
other duties In connection with the elec¬ 
tion. he will begin to think that the act 
needs amending in this regard. The pro¬ 
posed amendment will, as l understand It. 
relievo the returning officer of a duty 
which It is absolutely Impossible for him 
to perform properly In the rush of an 
election, or without a personal knowledge 
of toe whole district. As T understand 
the amendment. It floes not authorise the 
offWr who shall make up the lists to add 
a voter who Is not qualified under the 
provincial statute or to strike off any 
voter already on the voters' list. It Is 
largely a matter of detail, relieving the 
returning officer of having to attempt to 
do In two or three weeks what should be 
done by a separate officer, one who has 
nothing to do with »he Carrying on of the 
election. As a matter of fact. It has been 
in this province impossible for the re¬ 
turning officers to go strictly according to 
the directions contained In the above sec¬ 
tions, especially In the large rural dis¬ 
tricts. He simply had to do the best he 
could and take chances. And with fairly 
good success, as the Colonist says that 
there have been no complaints.

Now that the Oak Bay municipal 
council is well on Its way toward at¬ 
taining their end in securing the right 
of the Oak Bay municipality to a good 
supply of pure water, the councillors 
have turned their attention to the se¬ 
curing of a reasonable telephone rate. 
Up to the present time those resid¬ 
ing in the municipality have had to 
pay a dollar a month more for their 
telephone service than the residents 
In the city, and there has been much 
grumbling from time to time at what 
the people there considered an extor¬ 
tion. Last night the matter was 
brought up by Reeve Oliver who re¬ 
ported to the council that he had re¬ 
ceived complaints from residents out¬ 
side the city at having to pay the ex¬ 
tra charge. 

Councillor Newton, In discussing the 
question, said that the matter had 
been brought to his attention on sev¬ 
eral occasions anefche had contemplat¬ 
ed bringing it up In the near future. 
On motion It was referred to the law 
committee to take action. 

The reeve said that since he arrived 
home he had been making inquiries 
and found that the provincial execu¬ 
tive had postponed giving their de¬ 
cision on the water question until the 
6th Inst. In the meantime they would 
try to come to some definite arrange¬ 
ment with tlje city. 

Several letters from the engineer 
were read. That official complained 
of the excessive cost of hauling plpo 
and gravel. Another communication 
stated that some of the bridges on the 
beach drive were not safe and recom¬ 
mending that they be replaced at 
once. He was authorised to take any 
step? necessary to make them safe and 
also to report on the cost of replac¬ 
ing them with culverts. 

Stakes Replaced. 

A letter was read from T. H. Rwltxor. 
asking that the stakes which have been 
removed by the city on Willows Cres¬ 
cent be replaced at once. The engineer 
reported that the stakes had been re¬ 
placed as accurately as possible but 
as there were no dimensions on the 
plan It was impossible to be sure that 
his work was correct. He complained 
of the action of the provincial govern¬ 
ment In registering properties under 
such conditions.

I ture of the proposition. It Involves dls- 
' tlnctlons between persons and classe? 
i which are abhorrent to the minds of a 
| vast majority of persons In a demo- 
I cratlc community. It may be said that 
1 this principle is recognised in all hos- 
' pltals maintained for the treatment of 
the sick. But there Is the distinction 
as between isolation and genera! hos- 
' pltats that in the one case the Institu¬ 
tion is maintained for the protection 
of the general public and detention is 
enforced, while ip the other case there 
is absolute freedom of choice. A pa¬ 
tient need not go to a general hospital 
unless he or she wills to do so. Then 
there wll) also arise the question of 
who Is in a position to pay for treat¬ 
ment at the isolation .hospital. Will 
an authority be constituted to sit upon 
each case, to Investigate Into private 
affairs, and to render judgment accord¬ 
ing to the evidence? We think if the 
community at large desires to protect 
Itself against the spread of disease 
there Is nothing unreasonable in ask¬ 
ing that the community at large ought 
to pay for such protection. In the case 
of an outbreak of contagious disease It 
Is not usually the victim that is to 
blame, but the community or the mu¬ 
nicipality which has neglected to sup¬ 
ply proper sanitary appliances or to 
take necessary precautions. Usually 
families which happen to be the vic¬ 
tims of an outbreak are put to suffi¬ 
cient trouble and expense, not to men¬ 
tion mental anxiety and anguish, with¬ 
out having the additional disquietude 
of an inquisition Into their worldly cir¬ 
cumstances added to the list.

LAW AND ORDER. 


A Port Townsend newspaper, com¬ 
menting upon Magistrate Jay's method 
uf leallng with undesirables, says the 
criminal element which occasionally 
undertakes to operate upon this side 
of the boundary line, promptly ‘'gets 
what is coming to it. We observe that 
our neighbors approve In the abstract 
of our system of administering justice. 
Why don’t they follow our example, 
and give criminals on their side of the 
fence "what Is coming to them?” But 
for some unexplained reason they do 
not usually deal out justice with a firm 
hand, thus detqrrlng those who walk 
on the boundaries of the broad road 
from finally clearing the fence. It 
# would he much more tolerable for all 
concerned, including Incipient wrong¬ 
doers, If justice were administered 
with an Inflexible will and firm hand. 
We observe that In one of thegUute* 
of the union a Justice has been cen¬ 
sured for being too severe In his treat¬ 
ment of law-breakers. This Is an un¬ 
usual occurrence. What cause there 
can be for such action is beyond com¬ 
prehension. It probably indicates that 
in the United States there is no class 
of the community, no matter to what 
depths it may have lapsed, which has 
not "political pull" sufficient to make 
Its influence felt in the halls of Con¬ 
gress, and In the courts which admin- 
. later the laws made In the legislatures. 
Perhaps such manifestations account 
to some extent for the too obvious dis¬ 
position on the part of a great many 
of the people to deal justice privately 
and summarily. This comment may be 
met by the retort that the time of 
Canada is coming—that as we continue 
to add to our population the respect for 
law which Is so pronounced a feature 
^>f the temper of our people may be 
succeeded by such outrageous upon 
life and property as are recorded al¬ 
most every day In press dispatches. ; 
Possibly such things may be experi¬ 
enced presently In Canada. But the 
probability is that the wholesome rev¬ 
erence for the institutions which stand 
foy law and order and which at pres¬ 
ent permeates all communities from 
east to west In this country will prove 
sufficiently contagious to affect all the 
elements flowing across our frontiers. 
The conditions at present are on the 
whole eminently satisfactory, and we 
look forward with some degree of as¬ 
surance to maintaining them. 


Mr. Borden and Mr. Foster are In fa¬ 
vor Of distributing government patron¬ 
age through a commission independent 
of the government. The leader of the 
federal opposition should attempt to 
convert the Conservative premiers >of 
British Columbia. Manitoba and On¬ 
tario to his reformatory Ideas. But the 
trouble is that all of these Conserva¬ 
tives are dreadfully embarrassed be¬ 
cause they cannot provide Jobs for a 
fraction of their Importunate support¬ 
ers. If any one of them dared to sug¬ 
gest a commission with power to ap¬ 
point none but qualified persons to pub¬ 
lic positions, his reign would be short.

Nearly sixteen hundred names have 
been added to the voters' list in the 
city. Of these about fourteen hundred 
have been put on the list by the Lib¬ 
eral and Conservative organizers, while 
most of the others h^ve been men who 
drifted casually Into the office of the 
registrar. Whether or not any or all 
of the new names have Liberal or Con¬ 
servative leanings cannot be ascertain¬ 
ed. for. the organisers on either side 
made no difference in the matter of 
registering; their only aim being to 
put on as many names as possible, so 
that everyone might have an oppor¬ 
tunity of voting at the next electioaFlf 
it should happen to come on before the 
next sitting of the Court of Revision. 

Although It Is too late now for men 
to register. It is not too late to obtain 
transfers. These will be put on a sup¬ 
plementary list. ' 

While no definite Information can be 
obtained as to the political faith of the 
new men. It Is patent to anyone who 
has been among them that a good ma¬ 
jority are enthusiastic supporters of 
the greatest of Canadians, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier. Most of the new men know 
little of local politics, but In Dominion 
affairs they know what they are doing, 
and it will not be long before they find 
their level In provincial affairs. 

The placing of so large a number of 
new names on the voters’ list Is an¬ 
other Indication of the growth of the 
city of Victoria. It must be remem¬ 
bered in connection with this that 
those who have arrived in the province 
within the past six months are not 
allowed to register. Many people have 
come to Victoria to make their homes 
here during the past six months, and 
If these were added to the list already 
compiled It would show a much larger 
Increase In the voting population.

Public Proeecutor. 

Polo win* some general discussion. 
Aid. Fullerton ashed If the question of 
the appointment of a public prosecutor 
should not be settled. 

Aid. Mable accordingly Introduced 
the by-law providing for the appoint¬ 
ment. the measure having been ready 
for some time. The by-law was read 
the first time, and the second reading 
was moved, but the debate was ad¬ 
journed until the next meeting. 

Aid. Mable, In Introducing the meas¬ 
ure, said that he thought it was not 
wise to have the chief, who was paid 
$150 per month, wasting his time 
prosecuting cases In court wheh the 
work could be done by another man at 
a cost of $55 per month. 

Aid. Cameron reiterated his opposi¬ 
tion to the proposal expressed at the 
last meeting, at which the subject 
came up. The city solicitors said the 
appointment was not necessary, and 
there had been no request from the 
magistrate for the appointment. They 
had got along so far without a prose¬ 
cutor and could continue to do so. 
There were enough men at present to 
handle the court. There was the mag¬ 
istrate, the clerk, the chief, a couple of 
sergeants and some policemen. Surely 
that was enough. The Idea of adding a 
prosecutor to the list was ridiculous. 
In view of the financial condition of 
the city and the extra demands this 
year he thought the commissioners 
should drop the matter. The commis¬ 
sioners had showfi poor judgment In 
adding to the police force as they had 
done, and particularly In this recom¬ 
mendation. As to the additions to the 
force there had been crimes commit¬ 
ted that twenty more men would not 
have prevented. 

In reply to Aid. Cameron's state¬ 
ment that there had been no demand 
for the appointment of a public prose¬ 
cutor, he might say that there was a 
request from the magistrate and also 
a letter from the city solicitors. 

Aid. Mable--"And also from a judge 
on the bench." 

Mayor Hall said that the commis¬ 
sioners had not made the recommen¬ 
dation they did without knowing what 
they were doing. If It were reduced to 
a question of economy he would favor 
dispensing with a man from the force 
and appointment of the prosecutor. 

Aid, Mable explained that It was at 
the request of the police magistrate 
that the additions were made to the 
force. 

Aid. Gleason said the Idea of a prose¬ 
cutor was repugnant to him. Instead 
of a prosecutor It was persecutor he 
would be. He also objected to the 
method pursued by the commissioners 
regarding the appointment. If the 
council alone had the power to make 
It why was the prosecutor now draw¬ 
ing salary? His name had been on the 
last payroll. 

Mayor Hall said there must be some 
mistake about this for he had given 
explicit Instructions that such an item 
should not be presented to the council 
for payment. 

City Solicitor Mann, In reply to a re¬ 
quest for his views on the matter, 
said that all officials, such as public 
prosecutor, should be appointed by by¬ 
law. Either the police or some other 
official of the city must prosecute, or 
a lawyer acting on their behalf. Mr. 
Moore, who was now acting, was an 
English barrister, but had not been 
called to the bar In this province. Con¬ 
sequently he could not appear in the 
case as a lawyer, but could as an offi¬ 
cial of the city. Mr. Moore had shown 
him a letter from W. H. Keatlnge.

In addition to the four money by-laws 
dealt with at last night's council meet¬ 
ing.’four other by-laws came before 
the meeting last night, and three of 
them were advanced a step or two, 
while the fourth tvas ruled out as It 
was not before the members of the 
council In typewritten form. This was 
Aid. Gleason's measure providing for 
the Inspection of foods. That alder¬ 
man's other by-law. providing for the 
collection of pay from patients sent to 
the Isolation hospital, was Introduced. 
Aid. Meston '8 by-law for the adoption 
of the perpetuity plan In connection 
with Ross Bay cemetery was given its 
second reading, although strongly op¬ 
posed by Aid. Cameron and Hall. Aid. 
Mable introduced a by-law, notice of 
which he had given some time ago. 
providing for the appointment of a 
public prosecutor. The debate on this 
measure was adjourned after several 
aldermen had spoken. 

Ross Bay Cemetery. 

Aid. Meston'? by-law for the adoption 
of the perpetuity plan In connection 
with Ross Bay cemetery was Intro¬ 
duced and read a first time. Aid. Mes- 
ton. In moving the second reading of 
this measure, said that it was neces¬ 
sary that something should be done. 
All knew the condition the cemetery 
was in. The adoption of the plan might 
cost the city a little at the start, but 
when the cemetery was full there 
would be enough money to take care 
of the place for all time to come. 

Aid. Cameron took a strong stand 
against the by-law. which he said was 
a mistake. He regretted that when all 
war going harmoniously in the council 
he should find It necessary to oppose a 
measure that a brother alderman had 
as much at heart as Aid. Meston ap¬ 
peared to have this one. He felt the 
time was not ripe for the adoption of 
this change In regard to Ross Bay 
cemetery. The plan outlined by Aid. 
Meston looked nice on paper,-but he 
feared It would not work out. The city 
would bind Itself to take care of all 
the plots, whether the owners came in 
under the plan or not, as well as of 
the cemetery generally. The profit from 
late sales looked large, but It would 
not be enough to cover the cost. The 
general public did not understand the 
proposition. The public meeting held 
not long ago was not representative 
enough to warrant the^CPuncll In going 
ahead with the proposal. At the meet¬ 
ing there were present some six or seven 
aldermen, two reporters, four or five 
gardeners, six or seven women inter¬ 
ested, and some fifteen plot owners. 
Anyhow this was not the time of the 
year to undertake a plan. The proper 
time was In the fall. * 

Aid. Hall supported Aid. Cameron s 
stand, the strength of which was the 
lack of guarantee that the scheme 
would not Involve the city in a heavy 
expenditure. The council should have 
the names of a certain number of the 
present owners agreeing to come In 
under the scheme. The plan was all 
right so long ns the council could be 
assured It would not Impose too large 
a burden on the city. 

Aid. Fullerton strongly supported the 
by-law. The scheme -would become 
very popular a 8 soon as It was gener¬ 
ally understood. He would like to see 
it tried, and he felt It would be a suc¬ 
cess. 

The by-law was then given its sec¬ 
ond reading, those voting In favor be¬ 
ing Aid. Fullerton, Meston, Henderson. 
Gleason, Pauline, Norman, and those 
against Aid. Cameron, McKeown, Hall 
and Mable. 

Inspecti 9 n of Foodstuffs. 

Aid. Gleason asked leave to Intro¬ 
duce a by-law providing for the in¬ 
spection of food offered for sale In the 
city. Owing to the rush of business he 
had not been able to get It typewrit¬ 
ten. but he had a draft copy in hls 
pocket, and he thought the formality of 
Introduction might be gone on with. 

Mayor Hall said it was necessary 
that the by-law be before the alder- 
.men, and the measure stogd over. 

Isolation Hospital. 

Aid. Gleason then presented hls by¬ 
law providing for tire levying of pay¬ 
ment from patients admitted to the 
isolation hospital. In doing so he said 
he would like to say & few words In 
explanation to remove a false impres¬ 
sion that ^iad got abroad concerning 
this by-law. owing to lack of knowl¬ 
edge of its exact provlslohs. He want¬ 
ed It distinctly understood that It was 
Intended to collect only* from those 
able to pay. In the east some people

He objected to doing so and referred 
me to the newspaper reports for a cor¬ 
rect statement of what took place be¬ 
fore the executive. 

I examined the newspaper reports 
and enclose a copy of the one that went 
most fully into the matter. 

I called on the honorable chief com¬ 
missioner of lands and works and 
learned that an extract had been pre¬ 
pared from the stenographer's official 
notes of the "executive and sent to your 
office. * 

I obtained this and had copies struck 
off, one of whieh Is annexed, and called 
on Tils Worship the Mayor of Victoria. 

At his Invitation I attended a meet- j 
ing of his street, bridges and sewers 
committee with Alderman Henderson 
In the chair on Friday evening, the 27th ] 
Inst. 

After submitting the full evidence of i 
vour remarks before the executive and 1 
Mr. Taylor's thereto, and after a long 
and friendly discussion, during which 
I pointed out and the committee appre¬ 
ciated the Importance to all parties of 
an Immediate obligation being assumed 
by the city. 

And after Mr. Mann, solicitor, etc., 
had raised the point that a "qualified 
obligation” might be necessary, and 
suggested that the obligatory duties to 
Oak Bay would be of the same nature 
as the city's obligation to her citizens, 
to which I agreed, and after Mr. Ray- 
mur, water commissioner, had objected 
to the terms of clause 5 of the "obliga¬ 
tion" and I had amended same to cor- 
r os pond with Mr. Taylor’s evidence and 
to read: 

(5) "Water of quality the same as 
supplied to citizens of Victoria." 

And after each clause had been read 
over and discussed carefully and the 
adjective "Irreproachable” as applied to 
water Altered to "good.” the chulnnan 
informed me thnt he thought we had 
arrived at a clear understanding; that 
a sdltable.resolutlon assuming the "ob¬ 
ligation" would be framed and passed 
In committee to come before the next 
council meeting, a copy of the resolu¬ 
tion to be sent you as soon as passed. 

As the streets, bridges and sewers 
committee comprises the ’ full council, 
of whom practically all were present, 
and as they appeared finally to be quite 
all In accord with the chairman, I took 
my leave, feeling assured that the ob¬ 
ligation was assumed. 

I may add that I had pointed out to 
them very definitely the absolute neces¬ 
sity of my knowing (on your behalf) 
before noon of the 2Sth, that they fully 
endorsed the agreement arrived at In 
th ? executive chamber.
